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T is manifc!t, and well known to all the World, that Irclznd ( which is ſub- 
ordinate to, and part of the Dominions of Englund ) hath for many years 
been kept in Gbedience to the Crown of England, by a conlitant and great 
E xpence of Engliſh Blood and Treaſure, the frequent Rebellions of the I-yþ, 

and their many Attempts wholly to extirpate the EngliÞ, neceſſarily requiring a 
continual ſupply of Men and Money from England, to ſupport the Brit Interett 
in that Iſland, which could not be effe:ted without a ltanding En: Army * 
there. 

And it is as plain, that the Iriſh taxing the Advantage of the Reducing the 
Engliſh Army there to too ſinall a number, and of the Civil Diſcords at that 
time in E»g/2xd, did on the 23 of Odober 1641, ( without cauſe or provocation ) 
enter into the molt barbarous and bloody Rebellion that ever was known, in hopes 
eo reſcue themſelves from ſubjeftion to the Crown of Ft nglind 

And althqugh when that Rebellion was ſupprelt, the Engliſh Government did 
not inflict National Puniſhments for thoſe National Crimes, as in juſtice it might 

| have done, but on the contrary, reſtored near hve Millions of Englih Acres of 
| Land, to the 1rifþ Papilts, which to this day are in their actual poſſciſion. | 

Nevertheleſs England did not fo far forget its proper Intercit of keeping Ire- 
Lind in ſubjecion, and of proteQing and encovrageing the Engl 'lantations 
in that Kingdom, but that (amidit all the Mercies and Favours it diſpenc'd to 
the /riþ Papilts ) a conliderable Proteſtant Army was (till kept on foot, and all 
Fower Civil and Military was put into the Hands of Ergl/Þ Protetiants ; and 
herein En2/aud was ſo careful, as to incert a Clauſc, in all the Chick Governors 
Commitſions, ( even in the Earl of Tyrconel*s) not to diſpoſe the confiderable 
Offices of Trult, except to ſuch as were de Stirpe Anglicana, 

By theſe Means Ircland grew capable to make ſome returns to Eg/and for its 
great Concern and Charge, and the Publick Revenue which Ann 1641, did 
not much excced 60co |. improv'd to that Degree, thatit was farin''d at 240000, 
in the ycar 1679. and lince that time yielded 300000 /. per Avnam in ſome 
years atter, inſomuch, that beſides ſcycral Conkiderable Evg'1h Pentions that 
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were paid out of that Revenue, King Charles the Second, and the late King 
James had 30000 1. per Annum paid to the Privy-Purſe for ſeveral years tg- 


gether. 


Put of late, all thoſe ſolid and Fundamental Maxims have been ſubverted, the 
Conquering Engliſh have been put under the power of the Conquered Irifo, both 
the Civil and Military Government of that Kingdom have been put into the 
Hands of Iriſh Papilts, even of ſuch forfciting Papiſts as cannot be reſtored, but 


X by the expulſion of the Engliſh, and whoſe Intereit as well as Inclination, drives 
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thcm to endeavour the Ruine and Extirpation of all Exg/if Proteſtants ; The 
Engliſh Army was Disbanded, and the Militia Diſarmed, and all the Power of 
that Kingdom was under the Adminiſtration of ſuch as were Irreconcilable Ene- 
mics to England, and the Proteitanc Religion, ( which, it was much to be feared, 
was the Model delign'd for another place) by thoſe means the flouriſhing Prote- 
fiant Intercſt was expoled tn the Mercy of ſuch Enemies as had given but too 
many Inſtances of their [mplacable Cruelty. But as if all this was not enough to 
deftroy the Proteſtants, the Ih have of late been let looſe, valt quantities of Arms 
and Ammunition have been given them out of the Stores, they are every 
where Arraycd and Liſted, ſo that there are at lealt 5cc0o of them at this time 
In Arms, and under Diſcipline, in T roops, Companies, and Regiments. 

This Numerous Army could not be ſupported without Rapine, Free-quarter, 
and all the Exorbitancics incident to ſuch a Licencious Multitude. 

The Conſequences whereof are, that Trade in that Kingcom is extinguiſh'd, 
and that Viultitudes of the Miſerable Engliſh have already buen tweed to fly to 
England, others to flock together in Citics, Towns, and Caliles, leaving their 
Cattle and Perſonal pnaring 67% to the Mercy of that Ravenous Army, which 
have already ſcized all _ abt\c inthe 'Cbunty of Leng ford, and above 12000 
Hcad of Black Cattle in the County of Corke, belides irfinite Numbers in other 
pafts of the Kingdom. 

In this deplorable Condition are the Engl Proteſtants in molt parts of Tre- 
land at this day, every Minute expecting to be Maſſacred, by their Numerous 
and Inveterate Enemics., Who are Gariſon d in the very Towns and Cities the 
Protefiants arc fled to for Sanctuary, nor is their danger Ic(s of being ſtary?d, 
though they ſhould eſcape the Sword, and they are without Queſtion begger'd 
and undone, though they ſhould, by the miraculous Providence of God, «ſcape 
the dangers both of Sword and Famine. | RES 

Neverthelc(6, this Miſerable People, even as they are few in Number, in Com- 
pariſon of their Adverſarics, and deltitute of Arms and Ammunition, and other 
Means of Defence, have not totally diſponded, but rather (like true Engliſhmen 
ard Proteſtants ) have raiſed their Courage as their Diilrcſſes increaſe, and will 
not belicyge but their Brethren in England will ſend them ſeafonable Relief. 

And thcy well hope, that even moderate * (ittance from England, it ſent before 
it be to90 late, would put them in @ Capacity to Live and Defend themſelves, and 
the Flaces they are poſſiſſcd of, until greater Supplics can be ſent, which may 
enable them to reduce that Nation toa perfect and entire Obedience to the Crown 


of England, ſince the Iriſh, how infoleat ſoever they are at this Copjuntture, are 


neverthelcſs the ſame People they have ſo often Conquer'd, 

Ard though the Province of Vhtter (where the Brit are more Numerous and 
Strong ) is in a far better Condition than the reſt of that Kingdom, nevertheleſs, 
the Ir} not Conſidering that, nor the Raine, Deſolatioff and Famine, that will 
be the Natural Cohſcquence of their Rafhneſs, do daily threaten the Deſtruction 
of the Protcltants, and many of them have proceeded to that degree of Folly and 
Inſc-lence, as to Menace, even Invation of Exglaxd it felt, 

And therefore, 1 could heartily wiſh, that that unfortunate Iſland were buried 
in the Sea, but fince God and Nature have placed it above Water, in a ſituation 
that may render it ſo diſadvantageous to England, (lying as it doth in the Liue of 
Trade) I mult uſe my utm.olt Endeavours ( as every good Engliſhman ought to 
do ) that Ireland may not be a Thorn in our Side, nor prove lo fatal tothe Trade 
and fafety of England, as it would certainly be, if the Harbours of that King- 
dom wcre in an Enemics Hands.
